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La^ ge warehouse planned in city

A resolution authorizing the issuance of nearly $5 million in 
industrial development revenue bonds to finance the con- 
struction of a multi-million dollar warehouse in Romulus has 
been approved by the City Council. 

The industrial bond issue, not to exceed $4,800,000, will be 
used to pay the costs of acquiring and constructing an in- 
dustrial building and site, machinery and equipment, plus 
incidental costs to the issuance of the revenue bonds. 

The motion to approve and adopt the industrial develop- 
ment revenue bond issue, reported to be the first for the city, 
was made by Councilman James C. Stewart He was sup- 


ported by Councilman Edmund W. Bizek. The roll call vote of 
the council was 6-1 in favor of the resoltuion. with councilman 
William M Oakley voting against it 

The industrial building, site, machinery and equipment 
will be located on the southwest corner of Wick and Inkster 
roads and will be leased to Great Scott Supermarkets. Inc. 

The bonds to be issued, if the Michigan Municipal Finance 
Commission approves, will not be a general obligation of the 
city and will not be payable from any taxes of other city 
funds They will be payable only from rentals to be paid by 
Great Scott Supermarkets, Inc., located at 1111 E. Eight 
Mile Rd., Ferndale, the council resolution stated. 

City Attorney John E. Young has been instructed to 


prepare the lease documents and necessary application to 
the Michigan Municipal Finance Commission, all of which 
are subject to final approval by the council. 

The resolution stated the city council “deems it necessary 
for the public welfare of the city, in order to alleviate and 
prevent conditions of unemployment and to retain industry 
and to strengthen and revitalize the economy of the city in 
general, *o provide for the insurance of said industrial 
development revenue bonds pursuant to Act. No. 62, Public 
Acts of Michigan. 1963, to defray of acquiring and con- 
structing the project.” 

Voters of Romulus may demand a referendum on the bond 
issue w ithin 45 days after publication of the council’s action, 
the city attorney reported. 


Preliminary plans for the construct*^ of the nuge 
warehouse have been filed with the Romulus Building 
Department Initial plans show the grocery section of the 
warehouse will have 235,144 square feet, truck parking and 
warehouse dock. 136,800 square feet, garage facility, 91,000 
square feet, and tractor and trailer parking area. 221,540 
square feet. 

The warehouse will also contain a frozen food section with 
21.660 square feet of space It will have a dairy and produce 
section with 50,540 square feet and a meat section with 21,660 
square feet of space. 

The proposed facility w ill be 1.764-by-l,145 feet in size with 
more than two million square feet of operating space.

Suit filed to stop city

A lawsuit seeking to restrain 
the City of .Romulus from 
expending city funds for the 
improvement and main- 
tenance of a private road has 
been initiated in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

The suit, filed by B. B. 
Moshier, Romulus attorney, 
representing Bill B. Moshier 
and Carol Moshier. Romulus 
property owners, has been 
assigned to Circuit Court 
Judge George E. Bowles. 


The director of the Romulus 
Public Housing Commission 
has been fired. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael, 
in confirming the dismissal of 
William Duncan as director of 
the housing commission, said, 
“It was the feeling of the 
commission that the direc- 
torship needed more attention 
than Duncan could give.”

In their suit the Moshiers

The suit also states that in 
the event such expenditure 
should be charged to the 
general fund, the plaintiffs 
will sustain substantial injury 
and suffer loss as taxpayers 
through increased taxation,

The suit charges the city 
council “acted arbitrarily and 
capriciously, contrary to the 
advice of its own legal 
counsel, in ordering the ex- 
penditure of funds for the 
illegal improvement and 
maintenance of private 
properties ”

Romulus housing 
director released 


Court claims county 
deceived taxpayers 


The Michigan Supreme 
Court has charged Wayne 
County officials deceived and 
misled the public about 
financial arrangements for 
Detroit's proposed $126 
million riverfront sports 
stadium. 

The court made its charge 
last Wednesday when it issued 
its written opinion after the 
June 16 ruling declaring the 
sale of stadium construction 
bonds unconstitutional and 
void. 

Justice G. Mennen 
Williams, who wrote the 
majority opinion, said Wayne 
County government officials 
told prospective bondholders 
that Wayne County taxpayers 
could be liable to pay off the 
bonds. 

This meant that bond buyers 
could be assured of getting 
their bonds paid off from 
regular county tax income if 
the stadium failed to make 
enough money to pay off the 
oonds 

However, the majority 
opinion said, county officials 
did not give the taxpayers that 
information in the legal ad- 
vertising notices which in- 
formed citizens of the 
proposed bond sale. 

The opinion of the court 
said: 

“The key language 
describing the real nature of 
these bonds is one short 
paragraph that was neatly 
excised from notices but 
prominently displayed in 
notices to bondholders... 

“In each notice to the 
taxpayers, the eye-opening 
and wallet -jolting message of 
the tax paragraph was 
curiously absent. At the same 
time, the message of this tax 
paragraph was conspicuously 
present and brought home 
over and over in notices to 
bondholders. 

The court also stated that 
advertising notices designed 
to inform citizens they could 
call a public referendum on 
the whole stadium deal were, 
printed in such small tvDe that 


citizens could easily have 
missed them. 

“The notice is misleading,” 
Justice Williams wrote. 
“Misleading process is not due 
process.” 


The court’s opinion in- 
directly spelled out three w-ays 
in which the stadium could be 
financed legally. One of the 
three ways is to submit the 
whole proposal to the voters of

Wayne County for approval or 
rejection. 

Mayor Royce E. Smith of 
Belleville, who along with 
Marc Allen, investment 
counselor from Grosse Pointe 
Woods, initiated the Wayne 
County Circuit Court suit to 
halt the construction of the 
proposed stadium, contended 
that taxpayers monies could 
not be used to finance a 
private business.

Smith said he filed uie suit 
in Lena it of furnseii and me 
2.406 residents of Belleville. 

Smith pointed out that even 
Henry Ford II and his brother, 
William Clay Ford, to his 
knowledge, are not supporters 
of the proposed stadium’s 
location 

If they were he asked, why 
wasn’t the stadium proposal 
included in their plans for

Lansing report 


What if property taxes were eliminated? 


By JOANNA FIRESTONE 



LANSING — Gov. William G. Milliken and his MEA 
mauraders have stormed the bastille to free landowners 
from slavery through taxation. 

But the aftertaste of liberation is not as sweet as the first 
bite. 

The state’s voters, by means of initiative petition, will 
decide whether the main support of public schools will 
remain with the community or be transferred to a common 
state pot 

And Milliken, who is pushing for a new formula of school 
support in order to initiate educational reform, has gracefully 
^ waltzed by the question of just how' that $1,118 billion lost on 
property taxes would be recouped. 

Ther more clear-eyed skeptics estimate that the rate of the. 
state personal income tax could jump from 3.9 to 10 per cent. 

Combined with federal and city taxes, this would mean a 
near 50 per cent tax bite out of every w eekly paycheck. 


Abolition of the property tax, a heralded hero in the foxholes 
of the taxpayers rebellion, is just one batallion in the gover- 
nor’s master plan for educational reform. 

Milliken. who teamed with Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley, is 
also seeking to have the property tax declared un- 
constitutional, arguing that it discriminates against poor 
children because their school tax base is inferior. 

The Michigan Education Association (MEA), fighting to 
keep teacher salaries up while taxpayers continue to vote 
down operating millages, rationed that Milliken's plan for 
state control of education was the only way to achieve 
educational reform while protecting its members’ jobs and 
paychecks 

the MEA pragmatically jumped on Milliken’s bandwagon 
and is credited with bringing success to the governor’s 
petition drive to place the property tax reform question on 
the November ballot. 

Along with that petition, the MEA circulated a second 


petition which would lift the state's ban on a graduated in- 
come tax 

If a graduated tax were used to replace the $1,118 billion, 
the rates would span the 2-14 per cent range, as opposed to 
the 7-10 per cent flat rate tax proposed by Milliken. 

Milliken’s organization has hit the “freedom from property 
tax’ ‘ drum hard, while skirting the income tax hike issue. 

And in reality, not all property taxes will be abolished. 

The governor’s plan would reduce the maximum property 
tax from 50 to 26 mills, dividing what is left, 8 mills, for the 
counties. 1.5 mills for the townships, leaving 6 mills for extra 
voted projects. 

It will also guarantee 4.5 mills to be divided among 
vocational, compensatory and special education and in- 
termediate school districts, plus up to 6 mills for extra voted 
enrichment of school programs. 


The package would mean a savings of $518 million in in- 
dividual property taxes and $500 million in business tax 
relief. 

Nobody Is actually going to rend a great savings, however, 
but the governor isn’t telling that version of the story. 

Thus the outcome of the November vote is difficult to 
predict. 

Much depends on the educational campaign waged by the 
package’s opponents, namely state Democrats. 

Super-taxed property owners could, on the one hand, choose 
to free themselves from the property tax at any cost — in- 
cluding an astronomical personal income tax. 

On the other hand, however, anti-busing sentiments and 
the neighborhood school euphanism could w ell linger into the 
fall, with parents voting in favor of retaining the property tax 
in order to maintain the quality and control of their com- 
munity's schools.

Entire state needs 
mass transit funds 


in 

‘ Even a quick look must convince any in- 
terested person that mass transportation in 
Michigan is in a bad way. Several of the 
state’s larger cities are without bus systems. 
Grand Rapids’ bus sendee service is tottering 
and its future is heavily clouded. 

Detroit’s mass transit system has been in 
deep trouble, and debt, almost as long as we 
can remember. Every member of the 
Michigan Legislature is aware of the 
situation. But a bill to do something about it 
has been languishing in the Senate Highways 
Committee since last February, when the 
House passed it. 

The bill, introduced at the instigation of 
Gov. William Milliken and consistently ad- 
vocated by him, calls for increasing the 
state’s gas tax by 2 cents and earmaking one- 
quarter of the increase for urban transit 
systems. 

We never have regarded this measure as a 
conclusive or long-range solution to the 
problem but have endorsed it as being at least 
a beginning on the stated pari 
problem that bears directly on the economic 
survival of many Michigan cities. The high- 
way ldbby , however, sees it not as a beginning 
but as an end. 

That is the only possible interpretation to be 
placed on the proposal which highway in- 
terests now appear willing to accept. The 
proposition in question calls for writing into 
the bill a provision stipulating that the urban 
transit systems’ share of the gas tax will be 
permanently fixed at > 2 -cent, or one-quarter 
of the proposed increase. 


It would be as reasonable and far-sighted to 
set a permanent ceiling on the gas tax as it 
would be to accept the proposed limit on the 
amount that might be diverted to urban 
transit. There is nothing permanent in the 
world - and that goes double for taxes of all 
kinds and the purposes to which they should 
be put. Michigan ought not to pit 
straight -jacket by setting a limit, and a 
miserably low one at that, on the proportion of 
road funds it could use to help move the 
state’s millions to their destinations. 

How the problem of moving those millions 
might best be solved is still a matter for 
debate. We are certain of only one thing - that 
carry only one of two persons is not the an- 
swer It is grossly wasteful, contributes 
heavily to the death toll in transportation, and 
gravely aggravates the problem of air 
pollution. And it is far too expensive for a 
great many persons. 

What Michigan needs, basically, is an 
overall transportation plan, something that 
no one in authority lias yet submitted. But 
diverting part of the gas tax to mass transit 
could prove a starting point and even provide 
an incentive for putting together such a plan. 

It may be propitious for the governor to 
accept the so-called compromise under which 
the 4-cent would be earmarked for urban 
transit, but the bill should not contain any 
wording that would suggest that this was all 
that needed to be done - and the inclusion of a 
provision to put a permanent limit of a half- 
cent on urban transit’s share would do just 
that.

A no-fault auto insurance 
bill was passed by the Senate 
shortly before the summer 
recess and is now in com- 
mittee in the House There will 
be a strong move to get the no- 
fault bill, or some form of it, 
out for House debate and vote. 

Under no-fault insurance, 
victims in an auto accident 
would be paid promptly by 
their own insurance company 
for such things as medical 
expenses, property loss, lost 
wages and other cots related 
to the accident. Such in- 
surance would be man- 
datory. Fault, or blame for 
the accident, would not be an 
issue in settling claims. 

Ten other states have 
enacted some form of no-fault 
auto insurance, and it has 
been under consideration in 
congress. 

The transportation package 
was approved by The house 
earlier in the year and has 
been in committee in the 
Senate since that lime. An 
effort will be made to move it 
out of committee and onto the 
Senate floor during the fall 
session. 

Included in the package of 
bills is one which would in- 
crease the state tax on 
gasoline by two cents a gallon. 
Three quarters of this new 
revenue would be used for 
needed highway im- 
porvements, the rest for the 
development of mass public 
transit systems in the state’s 
urban areas. 

Also passed by the House 
and pending in the Senate is a 
bill which would authorize 
slate licensed bingo games for 
religious, fraternal, veterans’, 
senior citizens and civic 
service organizations

To accept board’s 
offer would be sell-out 

To the editor: 

Salary is not, nor ever will be, the only and most important 
issue of negotiations between the Romulus Education 
Association (REA) and the Romulus Board of Education. To 
make the statement that it is, as a board representative 
recently has, is a distortion of the truth. 

What then is the truth? 

The board’s negotiating representative has never offered 
movement on any of the REA proposals aimed at ridding the 
Romulus Community School System of some of its biggest 
threats to the total educational environment. 

As a result, these proposals, one by one, have been left 
alone, undiscussed, but never completely dropped from 
negotiations. 

In one last-minute attempt to settle the contract, the 
possibility of working with what amounted to last year’s 
contract and a cost of living pay increase was discussed. The 
board was not willing to accept this. They proposed further 
refinement in language that would ultimately discourage 
experienced teachers from applying for and accepting new 
teaching positions in Romulus schools. 

The maternity clause proposed by the board is illegal and 
discriminatory. The REA will not accept language in the 
contract that has been proven illegal in the courts. 

The board’s negotiating reprsentative has not offered any 
movement on REA proposals for class size. The board’s 
position is that this has never been a problem in the past, so 
no change is necessary. 

However, this contract applies to the future, and in the 
future you will see increased enrollment in Romulus schools 
Presently, the board does not have major building plans in 
effect and these students will be placed in existing 
classroom. 

Romulus teachers have agreed to return to work without a 
contract in view of the controversial proposals the board 
representative has advocated during negotiations. 

Teachers feel they would be selling out themselves, the 
community and education in all of Wayne County if they 
agreed to accept the vagueness of the board offer.

libraries. Not only will you 
come aware of appropriate 
books, but you can pick up 
valuable storytelling 
techniques. 

Mrs. Brown suggests the 
following: 

-Familiarize yourself with 
the story before you try to 
read it to the child If 
necessary, read it aloud once 
or twice to get a feel for the 
language. 

—Read a story with 
illustrations. Your 
preschooler cannot read, but 
he likes to follow the story line 
by looking at the pictures. 

—Read more slowly than 
you ordinarily speak to the 
child so that he can keep up 
with you and follow the 
illustrations. And pronounce 
words distinctly. Story time 
should contribute to the child’s 
development of listening and 
language skills. 

— Be interested and en- 
thusiastic about the story you 
are reading — even if you 
have been through it dozens of 
times before. You may be 
bored, but to a child, a favorite 
story grows even dearer as it 
is repeated 

—Be dramatic! Change 
your voice to differentiate 
between th various characters 
in a story. Sometimes the 
sheer number of characters in 
a book will make this im- 
possible. of course, but a low. 
gruff voice contrasted with a 
high, squeaky one will add 
interest to the story and an 
extra dimension to the 
characters. 

—But don’t be a performer. 
Relax and enjoy yourself as 
you read and make the 
reading session a warm, 
positive, sharing time, not a 
one-man show. 


—After you’ve finished a 
story, talk about it with the 
child Encourage him to tell 
you how’ he felt about a 
character or something that 
happened, or ask him w-hy he 
thinks a certain character 
acted as he did. 

These techniques, says Mrs. 
Brown. combined with 
genuine inters! and concern on 
the part of the parent, should 
contribute to the major ob- 
jective of story time: to teach 
children to like and appreciate 
stories.

Advice on canning 
tomatoes clarified 


Tomatoes will be coming in 
soon, and many home canners 
are confused by the conflicting 
recommendations for canning 
the new “low-acid” tomatoes 
It has recently been 
recommended that low-acid 
tomatoes be hot packed and 
processed in a pressure 
canner at five pounds 
pressure, pints for 10 minutes, 
quarts for 15. 

Anita Dean, foods 
nuitrition specialist 
Michigan State University, 
advises that the hot pack 
combined with hot water bath 
processing for 20 minutes 
should prevent spoilage 
home-canned tomatoes 
The type of spoilage 
may occur in low-acid 
tomatoes is flat sour spoilage, 
she explains This spoilage is 
not toxic In fact, she notes, 
some people cannot even 
detect it 

She reminds homemakers to 
discard any home-canned 


tomatoes or tomato juice 
showing signs of spoilage — 
off odors, signs of fer- 
mentation, mold growth, etc. 
— to prevent them from being 
consumed by humans or pets

ASPEN, Colo. (AP) — 
People have been going 
around this mountain resort 
town asking some pretty 
strange questions lately. What 
is Old Billy’s secret? Is young 
Dr Malone going to marry 
Felicia?

Sound like a soap opera? It 
is, produced in all its sudsy 
glory on a shoestring by the 
community television 
station’s Grass-Roots Net- 
work 

Called the Edge of Ajax 
after an 11,212-foot ski peak 
that borders the town in on one 
side, the unserious 
melodrama lasted eight 
episodes this summer. By then 
its all-volunteer cast and crew 
was exhausted from the 40- 
hour plus weeks spent taping 
each 15-minute segment. 

City Councilman Ross 
Griffin, who had acting ex- 
perience in college and has 
appeared in some local 
musicals, was drafted to 
suffer as Mark Malone, a fast- 
rising medical man and chief 
suitor of the heroine. 

Housewife Maura Eggan 
played Felicia Wheeler, 
named after the town’s 
Wheeler Opera House. In the 
plot she was raised from in- 
fancy by the town jailer after 
a miner found her abandoned 
on a dogsled high on a snowy 
mountain pass. In her 30s she 
returns to Aspen, struggling to 
unravel the mystery 
shrouding her origins. 

Mrs. Eggan's house became 
a popular set for the series, 
increasingly so when it was 
discovered her refrigerator 
was open to raiding between 
takes. 

Super private eye Snoop 
Jackson, ferreting out the 
crooks from his not-so-private 
office — a bench and pay 
phone outside City Hall — was 
in reality architect Robin 
Molney, the head of Aspen’s 
Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission.

The emotional factors of the busing issue can be de-fused 
and the pre-convention Wallace defectors return to the 
Democratic fold. 

- Democratic Presidential candidate George McGovern 
can convincingly clarify his economic, foreign policy and 
busing positions to eliminate some of the radicalism that 
Republicans consider a plus for themselves. 

~ The old formula works, that traditionally scrapping 
Democrats patch up their family quarrels during the cam- 
paign and march together to the polls Nov 7. 

National Democrats nominated Sen. George McGovern in 
Miami Beach in mid- July and the state party met here two 
days after Republicans went there to give Nixon his shot at a 
second term 

The mood of the Democrats in Miami Beach was one of 
pent-up energy. They were looking for direction to win in 
November Republicans were benignly confident that Nixon 

is a shoo-in.

And with Nixon 26 percentage points ahead in the polls and 
the Democrats in disarray following the dumping of Sen. 
Eaglet on as vice-presidential nominee and McGovern’s 
evident problem of identification. Republicans had the better 
argument going in. 

“Sure McGovern could win in Michigan/’ said Democratic 
State Chairman James McNeely. “Would he win right now? 
No. but I think he’ll win in November and he’ll carry 
Michigan .” 

Democrats recover fast from their self-inflicted wounds, 
he said In 1968, theearly polls showed Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace would take 27 per cent of the Michigan vote. He 
actually won 10 per cent. 

McNeely was cool toward taking a party stand on busing to 
achieve racial balance in the schools and wanted to leave the 


issue to the individual candidates who might fight advantage 
in either pro or con 

“What the convention might say might not be binding ’’ he 

said 

The economy w ill be a big issue in Michigan, where 10 7 per 
cent of the working force is jobless, McNeely believes, and it 
Is working against Nixon and the Republicans. 

He sees evidence that Nixon and U.S. Sen. Robert P 
Griffin, seeking to beat off the challenge of Democratic Atty 
Gen Frank J Kelley, are trying to make busing the big issue 
in Michigan 

But the fact that Kelley is emerging as the anti-busing 
champion in the federal courts, that the U. S. District Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati has ruled out busing this fall, that the 
Griffin-Kelley race is considered neck and neck in the polls at 
this early stage - all are encouraging to McNeely and the 
Democrats. 

McNeely’s vice-chairman. Kenneth Hylton, a Detroit 
lawyer , agreed that de fusing the busing issue and stressing 
the economic problem are the two major elements in the 
campaign He added: 

“But we’ve got a hell of a job ahead of us,” he said. “Still 
the only thing I think we might lose is the presidential 
election We’ll keep our majorities in congress and most 
everything else. 

“This guy (McGovern) is going to surprise a lot of people. 
They disagree with him philosophically in some areas, but he 
articulates his position There is no doubt where he stands.” 



“Former State Chairman Neil Staebler of Ann Arbor, the 
architect of the Democratic resurgence in the early 1950’s, 
sees the old magic working even now. 

"We have a good party, a great interest,” he said. “We as 
Democrats fight very hard among ourselves but we always 
get together We’ll close that (Nixon-Mc Govern) gap by 
election time. 

National Committee Chairman Coleman Young said 
Nixon’s special attention to Michigan as the second stop on 
his campaign even before most Republican leaders left 
Miami Beach is an indicator. 

“The fact that Nixon came here early and knows he’s got a 
scrap on his hands here is enough to encourage us,” he said. 
“We re only just now in the process of putting together our 
campaign. 

“They (Republicans) have got to catch us in Michigan, 
baby The Republicans know that.” 

Just as Republicans in Miami Beach - with their can- 
didates pre-ordained - had to concentrate on building en- 
thusiasm. Michigan Democrats here, too, had to get the 
troops marching. 

And try to reactivate that old gray magic - gray and not 
black because it has been recycled and used every two years 
for a generation. By this time it’s only part black magic. 

The rest is strategy and energy that Democrats have 
learned is almost as important. 

Romulus raises 
lunch prices

Students attending the Romulus Community Schools will 
be paying more for school lunches during the 1972-73 school 
year. 

The Romulus Board of Education approved an increase of 
five cents over prices charged during the 1971 - 72 school 
year. School Supt. Robert L. McConeghy announced. The 
board took action at a special meeting held last Monday. 

The price increase involves lunches and ala-carte items. 

The price of Type A lunch ( complete meal ) in the elementary 
school will be 35 cents At the Romulus Junior High School, 
the price of the Type A lunches will be 45 cents and at the 
Romulus Senior High School it will be 50 cents. 

At the Merriman Elementary School, the price of the 
package lunch furnished by Mass Feeding Corp will remain 
at 45 cents. 

The board of education and school administrators also 
announced the adoption of a revised policy statement for 
lunches for Romulus school children unable to pay the full 
price. 

The policy statement specifies the following size and in- 
come scale guidelines to assist in determining eligibility.

Families falling within these scales or those suffering from 
unusual circumstances or hardships are urged to apply for 
free or reduced price meals for their children. 

They must do so by filling in the application forms sent 
home in a letter to parents. Additional copies are available at 
the principal’s office in each school. 

Applications may be submitted any time during the school 
year. The form itself is simple to complete and requests 
information needed to determine economic need based on 
income and number of persons in the family, number of 
children attending school or pre-school, and any unusual 
circumstance or hardships which affect the family ’s ability 
to pay for school meals. 

The information provided on the application will be kept 
confidentail and will be used for the purpose of determining 
eligibility. McConeghy said. 

In order to safeguard their identity, children receiving free 
or reduced price meals will be treated in the same manner as 
full paying students. 

Further assurance is given that children eligible for a free 
or reduced price meal shall not be required to work for their 
meal, use a separate dining room, go through a separate 
serving line, enter a dining room or serving line through a 
separate entrance, eat meals at a different time, or eat a 
different meal than sold to children paying the full price. 

Under the provisions of the policy, the principal will review- 
applications and determine eligibility. If a parent is 
dissatisfied with the ruling of the local official, he may make 
a request for a hearing to appeal the decision. 

McConeghy has been designated as the hearing officer. 
Hearing procedures are outlined in the policy. 

A complete copy of the new policy is on file in each school 
and in the office of the assistant superintendent for main- 
tenance and operation, where it may be reviewed by any 
interested patron. 

School officials urge eligible parents to have their child or 
children participate in the lunch program, since it is to their 
benefit to eat well-balanced meals each day.

Zepp: his 
Tiger comet 
crashed

Seventy days is not a long span in a man’s life, but ex- 
Detroit Tiger hurler Bill Zepp lived many a lifetime during 
that period. 

Fof 70 days last year he wore a Detroit Tiger uniform and 
had everything going for him as a major league pitcher. But 
the soaring comet he rode suddenly crashed and the 
professional world of baseball, for him, is now in the past and 
a hunk of memories. 

••It’s all over for me.” said the 27-year-old sandv-haired 
right-hander “The doctors say I have what they call a 
problem elbow , that the tendon in the elbow has separated 
from the bone and even if they operate it’s doubtful that I 
could ever pitch again.” 

Zepp, who had won nine and lost four in 1970 as a member 
of the Minnesota Twins, was acquired bv Detroit in March of 
1971 for infielder Mike Adams and pitcher Art Gifford. 

As a member of the Twins’ starting rotation, Zepp 
displayed ‘‘an outstanding curve and a good fastball.” which 
nevb»«jnateriaJized a year later in Detroit. 

After a dull performance in Detroit. Manager Billy Martin 
shipped Zepp to Toledo ‘‘to find himself.” However, in his 
second game at Toledo. Zepp found ‘‘it difficult and painful to 
throw the ball.” 

I really can’t say when the injury occurred.” he 
reminisced “I go back in my mind and say it happened when 
I threw this curve or did this, but then I’m not sure but I now 
know it’s a chronic thing. 

“And it’s all over for me." 

Zepp harbours no bitterness towards anyone. He has ac- 
cepted what F ate has stored upon him with no animosity. 

“I wanted to be traded and I was and I consider myself 
fortunate in many ways,” he said. 

Zepp explained: “I have something to go back to. I got my 
education and am employed at the Chyrsler Corporation.” 

< Zepp had taken a leave of absence from the corporation and 
will shortly return). 

A 1963 graduate of Redford High School (Detroit), Zepp 
preferred to continue his education at the University of 
Michigan rather that play in the Minor Leagues. 

He was drafted by the Milwaukee Braves in 1965. but he 
didn’t sign. In 1966, the Tigers tried to get the young 6-foot-2 
185-pound pitcher to sign a contract but again he refused, 
preferring to finish his education. Then in 1967 it was the 
Boston Red Sox turn - and they couldn’t lured the education - 
conscience player to come with them. 

Meanwhile Zepp continued to play for the Wolverines and 
became more confident with each season. 

In 1967 he was graduated from U of M with a Bachelor of 
Arts in Business Administration. The next year he picked ud 
his masters. F 

“After getting my education, I now wanted a chance to see 
if I could make it in the big leagues,” related Zepp, “I was a 
free agent and I talked to several scouts who had watched 
me during my prep and college careers and finally Frank 
Francki got me the opportunity with Minnesota.” 

The rest is now history. 

Zepp’s career came to a pre-mature end. 

Married to Gieryl, the Zepps make their home in Westland. 

What has Zepp to offer to those young star-gazers in the 
form of advice? ‘‘Don’t put all of your eggs in one basket,” 
says Zepp. “By that I mean make sure you have something to 
fall back on if something goes wrong, like it did with me. My 
cushion is education and I’m fortunate I decided to finish 
my schooling. 

‘Now that I know I won’t be able to play baseball, I can 
look ahead to do other things thanks to my education.”

Attorney for the 
Haushalers told the court the 
lawsuit was not aimed at 
attacking the code but en- 
suring its uniform en- 
forcement. 


The dress code was ap- 
proved by the school district 
voters in 1969 and later upheld 
by the U S. District Court in 
Detroit as “reasonable.” 

Judge Ager did not rule on 
the request for an injunction 
against enforcement of the 
dress, saying an offender 
should be given 48 hours to 
comply before being 
suspended from classes.

Layoff: Where do you go for assistance? 


By WILLIAM FAUST. State Senator. 13th District 



EDITOR'S NOTE: This article was written by State Sen. 
William Faust <D-13th Dist.) on unemployment benefits 
available under the Michigan Employment Security Act. 


Job security could soon become a remote experience in 
Michigan 

In July, the state’s unemployment rate rose to 10.7 per 
cent, compared to 5.5 per cent nationally. 

About one out of every 10 workers in the Detroit area was 
unemployed. (Because unemployment statistics are com- 
piled on an area basis in Wayne County, it is not possible to 
indicate unemployment rates for specific Western Wayne 
Cbunty communities.) 

Other major cities in Michigan were similarly afflicted. 
During June, unemployment in Battle Creek stood at 8.6 per 
cent, in Flint, at 9.4 per cent; Grand Rapids, 8.6 per cent; 
Lansing, 6.8 per cent; Muskegon, 12.3 per cent; Saginaw, 7.5 
percent; Port Huron, 19.8 per cent; Jackson, seven percent; 
Kalamazoo, 7.6 per cent; Bay City, 14.4 per cent; the Upper 
Peninsula. 11.3 per cent. 

The victims of this unnatural increase in unemployment 
are most often surprised and shocked. Presuming they had 
job security, some understandably had failed to ask them- 
selves. before a layoff, how they would support their families 
if they were to become unemployed or whether they would be 
eligible for benefits from the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission (MESC). 

In response to several inquiries made to my office on 
unemployment benefits and recognizing that more and more 
workers may one day depend on such benefits. 1 would like to 
outline some basic facts on unemployment benefits in this 
two-part series of articles. 

To be eligible for any benefits, a worker must have earned 
at least $25.01 a week for 14 weeks, within 52 consecutive 
weeks, with employers who are subject to the Michigan 
. Employment Security Act. 

Some types of employment are not automatically subject 
to the MESA, but may be covered by unemployment com- 
, pensation on a voluntary basis. They include agricultural 
labor; domestic service in a private home or non-profit 
; college club, domestic service in a private home or non-profit 
• college club, fraternity or sorority; employment by certain 
relatives: services while employed by certain non-profit 
organizations, service of certain real estate and insurance 
agents on a commission; service in certain logging 
operations on a piece-work basis, services of teachers or 
instructors in non-profit private schools or colleges, services 
of band or orchestra members; service performed for cer- 
tain organizations, such as labor unions, if the organization is 
exempt from the Federal Income Tax and if the earnings of 
the individual are $50 or less in a calendar quarter 

Qualification for benefits from the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission also requires a worker: 

—to register for work with the MESC; 

—seek work in addition to being registered with the em- 
ployment service; 

—be able and available for work (of a character for which 
he is qualified by past experience and training) on a full-time 
basis; 

—serve a one-week waiting period in which he earned no 
wages or a week in which his earnings were less than his 
benefit rate, which will be discussed later; 

—to personally file a claim with the MESC and continue to 


report to the MESC office on a weekly basis, or as directed by 
the commission 

The commission may, however, waive registration and 
waive the requirement for seeking work for 45 days if so 
notified by the employer or where it finds suitable work is not 
available both where the individual lives and where he 
earned his base period credit weeks. 

Under provisions of the MESA, a worker is not eligible for 
compensation during a leave of absence, although he may 
receive compensation if he reports to the employer at the end 
of his leave and finds no work available. 

Workers who meet the eligibility requirements for benefits 
from the MESC will receive three weeks of benefits for each 
four credit weeks, or calendar weeks during the 52 con- 
secutive calendar weeks prior to establishing a claim in 
which he earned more than $25 with the employer covered by 
the MESA 

A person regularly employed may earn up to a maximum 
of 26 weeks of benefits. Although it has been possible, in the 
past, to collect up to 52 weeks unemployment benefits under 
special state and national programs, the present limit is 26 
weeks because neither program is operating in Michigan as 
of this writing. 

In 1970, the state passed an extended benefits provision as 
part of the regular amendments to the Unemployment 
Compensation Act. Under this provision, benefits are ex- 
tended to workers for 13 weeks when the state’s unem- 
ployment rate has exceeded 4 per cent and continues to do so 
or when the federal level of unemployment exceeds 4.5 per 
cent. 


This program was triggered into effect on Oct. 11, 1970, but 
was ended on Jan. 1, 1972 because the unemployment rate in 
Michigan did not continue to increase. The fact that the 
unemployment rate was more than 4 per cent made no dif- 
ference. Benefits under this program were funded 50 per cent 
by Michigan and 50 per cent by the federal government. 

In the meantime, the federal government approved 
legislation which provided that workers could be paid up to 13 
weeks temporary compensation, under full federal funding, 
when the level of insured unemployed in a state exceeded 6.5 
per cent. 

These benefits were in effect in Michigan for a period of six 
months. Although the program could have been extended by 
act of Congress for an additional six months, this extension 
was not granted and the program has not been in effect since 
July 29. 1972 in Michigan. 

In all, some 378,000 workers in Michigan have exhausted 
eligibility for benefits. 

Every person qualifying for benefits under the MESA 
should be well aware of the fact that he can lose the first six 
weeks of benefits if he leaves work voluntarily without good 
cause attributable to the employer; is discharged for mis- 
conduct (including intoxication) in connection with his work 
or refuses to or fails to report for a work interview; was 
discharged for participating in a wildcat strike, loses his job 
because of conviction of a crime and incarceration other than 
for a traffic violation. 

Twelve w'eeks of benefits will be forfeited if the worker was

work. 

To requalify for benefits, a worker must, during the six or 
12 requalifying weeks, either report to his unemployment 
office and show he was eligible for benefits aside from the 
disqualification, earn or receive renumeration of more than 
$25 or receive waiting week credit or benefits based on credit 
weeks earned after the disqualification. 

unemployed workers who meet the requirements, 
described in yesterday’s article, for qualification under the 
Michigan Employment Security Act should waste no time in 
filing a claim for benefits. 

Such workers are advised to report on the first "reporting 
day” after he is laid off so as to receive full credit for the 
period since the layoff. 

A worker's “reporting day’’ is determined by the last digit 
in his social security number. If the last number is 0 or 1, he 
should report on Monday. If it is 2 or 3, he should report on 
Tuesday ; 4 or 5, on Wednesday ; 6 or 7, on Thursday and 8 or 
9, on Friday. 

He need not file his claim on the day he is laid off, but can 
wait a week from then without losing any benefits. 

Application for benefits must be made in person at any 
Michigan Employment Security Office. In this area, offices 
are located at 1185 Monroe, Dearborn , 24444 W. Seven Mile, 
Redford; 34528 Sims Ave., Wayne; 987 S. Mill, Plymouth. 
Office hours are 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

A worker who has left Michigan can file a claim in any 
state to which he has moved or if he is looking for work in 
another city in the state, he can file his claim in that city. 

A social security card, applicant identification card 
(sometimes called an appointment card) and one other piece 
of identification such as a driver’s license should be taken by 
the applicant every time he goes to the MESC office. 

The applicant should also take the Unemployment Com- 
pensation Notice to Employee form, which he will receive 
from his employer, the first time he goes to the MESC office. 

Applicants must HU out both an application for unem- 
ployment benefits and an application for work, which goes to 
the Employment Service. 

Care should be taken in accurately filling out the ap- 
plication because deliberate falsification may result in a fine 
or imprisonment and the applicant will lose his rights to 
remaining benefits, be forced to pay back any benefits 
wrongfully received or may lose six weeks of benefits after 
those benefits wrongfully received have been paid back. 

A clerk wiU review the application and arrange for the 
applicant’s next reporting date and time. 

Applicants must continue to report to their local office on 
the proper reporting day, usually once a week, or as directed 
by the commission. 

Although the law permits late filing of a claim for “good 
cause,” it is very difficult for a worker to obtain benefits 
when he files late. 

If a worker is laid off for one week but returns to work 
before his “reporting day,” he should report his claim at the 
earliest time possible without laying off from work. 

While returning to work is considered a good cause for late 
filing, a late claim must be received within seven days after a 
worker’s last appointment. 

When there is no opportunity to get into the local office, a 
claim may be filed by mail when the employe has returned to 
work, but it must be received by the commission within seven 
days after his last appointment. 

Weekly benefits depend on the number of dependents a 
worker has and what his average weekly earnings were. A 
dependent may be: 

—A child (including a step-child, adopted child or grand- 
child) under 18 years of age or any age if he or she is unable 
to work because of mental or physical infirmity; 

—a husband or wife who earned less than $21 during the 
week before the benefit year started; 

—a father or mother who is 65 years of age or older or 
permanently disabled from engaging in any gainful oc- 
cupation; 

—a brother or sister under 18 or any age if he or she is 
disabled and either are orphans or dependent on the 
unemployed worker. 

Dependents must also depend on the worker for more than 
half of their support for 90 days before the benefit year begins 
to qualify as dependents. 

If an unemployed worker is married and-or becomes a 
parent before the benefit year starts, he may count a spouse 
and-or the baby as a dependent, but they may not be counted 
as dependents if the worker was married and-or became a 
parent after the benefit year started. 

A worker with no dependents is defined as family class 
“A”; one dependent other than a child, class "B”; one child 
or two dependents other than a child, class “C”; three 
children or two children and one dependent other than a child 
or one child and two dependents other than a child or four 
dependents other than a child, class "E”; two children or one 
child and one dependent other than a child or three depen- 
dents other than a child, class ”D”. 

Finally, a worker Is in famUy class "F” if he has four or 
more children, or three children and one or more dependents 
other than a child, or two children and two or more depen- 
dents other than a child, or one child and three or more 
dependents other than a child or five or more dependents 
other than a child, or one child and three or more dependents 
other than a child or five or more dependents other than a 
child. 

A schedule of unemployment benefits is available at any 
Michigan Unemployment Compensation Commission office. 

As noted in the previous article, an unemployed Michigan 
worker may now receive benefits up to a maximum of only 26 
weeks. 

He may, however, receive a double payment for the last 
week for which he received benefits if he has been laid off for 
more than three weeks and gets a new full time job or returns 
to his former employer within 13 weeks.

Books play a much more 
dominating role in decorating 
than they ever did when 
precious volumes were locked 
away behind glass doors. 
Three limes as many books 
are sold now than 15 years ago 
— notwithstanding the 
ubiquitous TV set — and they 
are spreading up and across 
walls and lo all rooms of the 
house . 

Contemporary houses and 
apartments, constructed 
without so much as a 
bookshelf, are suddenly found 
to be bursting at the seams 
w-ith books. As a result, ar- 
chitects, designers and 
homeowners themselves have 
been provoked to devise 
imaginative solutions to the 
accommodation of the rising 
book tide These may be for 
rooms that just invite 
relaxation, or semi-offices 
where work has to be done 
They may be for kitchens, to 
take care of the cookbooks 
that multiply alarmingly in 
this age They may be for 
foyers and hallways of 
apartments because there is 
room nowhere else. And they 
could be for dining rooms, 
bedrooms and even 
bathrooms.

problem abound and can be 
wide-ranging in material and 
construction. One of the most 
flexible installations is the 
shelf that can be moved from 
one place lo another on slim 
rails fastened to the wall This 
means, for example, that a 
collection of oversized books 
can be stored simply by 
making more height between 
shelves. The most elegant 
version of this moveable shelf 
is the one from Danish 
designer Poul Cadovius, 


known as System Cado. in 
which the wall is paneled in 
rich woods and matching 
shelves hang invisibly on the 
special panels themselves. 

One of the most logical but 
often overlooked spots to 
assemble a library is a 
hallw-ay Most of them have a 
great deal of wasted w-all 
space Then there is the space 
between windows, around 
window-s, and over doors.

both sides of the chimney 
breast have always been a 
favorite place for 
bookshelves. In crowded city 
apartments, even coat closets 
have been turned into 
miniature libraries When you 
run out of walls, there are 
open room dividers that not 
only store the books but give 
you an extra wall. Hiding ugly 
beams and exposed pipes 


could be another architectural 
advantage of bookshelves 
Because books are now 
regarded and used as an in- 
tegral part of the decoration of 
a room, the mixture of books 
with all kinds of other objects, 
ranging from records in 
brightly colored sleeves to 
glass, ceramics and travel 
mementoes, gives a pleasing 
fascination to a wall of 
shelves. 


‘Rec’ room can 
please everyone 


Some family rooms cause 
more fussin’ and feudin’ than 
fun. And, when they aren’t a 
source of enjoyment for all, 
it’s usually because the room 
wasn’t properly planned 

To be sure the family room 
suits all of the family all of the 
time, keep these suggestions 
in mind. 

—Furnishings should be 
comfortable — for everybody. 
Beanbag chairs and plastic 
hassocks are great for 
youngsters, but older backs 
need more support. If you use 
”fad” furniture, also include a 
conventional sofa or a couple 
of easy chairs.

This includes a wide 
range of woodgrain designs, 
decorator colors, and patterns 
such as burlap, basket weave 
and cane which have an in- 
teresting textured ap- 
pearance. 

—Make sure the room is 
abuse-proof and easy to care 
for. Use modern fabrics.
